key upon the subject of their detention, as 
an event whieii must draw after it the de- 
struction of that good understanding' which 
has hitherto existed between the two gov- 
ernments. 


It is impossible that the Sublime Porte 


can shut its eyes to the fact that by such a 
misapprehension of its duties (as well as of 
the dictates of a wise \ 
grant repudiation of its 
such complete obliviousness of all the proofs 
of real friendship evinced by the imperial 
government, which fill the annals of its 
history, the most painful necessities will be 
imposed on this Court, arising out of its 
doubts of the sincerity of the intentions of 
the Sublime Porte; while finallj- such a 
proceeding as that no* complained, will 
completely justify Austria, in" presence of ^ 
impending questions, to consider nothing 
but her own interest in her relations with 
the Turkish empire. 


To this Ali Pacha, Turkish .Minister for 


Foreign Affairs, replied, on August IS, in 
a firm and dignified- tone, maintaining tbafc 
there was no reason for longer detaining the 
exiles, and concluding thus : 


Conscious, therefore, that in no particu- 


lar has it been wanting to iU engagements, 
the government of his majesty, the Sultan, 
does ndt surrender the hope that, aftcr a 
candid reconsideration of the faets, and a 
ust appreciation of what must obviously bo 
the desire of the Sublime Porte; to put an 
end to a situation fraught with difficulties 
and dangers, the Imperial Cabinet will at- 
tain to the conviction that tlie Sultan can- 
not depart front the resolution he has ta» 
ken.
